Circles close 
to Dr. lothar BoIjs have suggested to the SED Politburo that V.irth 
be dropped as a recruiter (YJerbef igur) in West Germany. ’ They 
explained in a detailed memorandum tlv t Y/irth is in no way in 
a position to attract the "national circles" in Germany. They 
furthermore stated that the main opposition to the United States 
and the incorporation of Germany into the American world is to 
be found not in the former liberal group but in the national 
circles. West Germany, they feel, can only be won over by people 
who represent a "national", not a "liberal* Germany. Leaders of 
the East HDP are to work out a program and to appoint members for 
for such a movement. HDP leaders are of the opinion that their 
program can be implemented before the expected ratification debates 
in the West German Bundestag. 
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
